Prepare  for  Rose  Days  now — cover  that 
fence  or  porch  or  trellis  with  Ramblers;

Plant  your  Roses  where  water  does  not 
stand,  in  a sunny  place  where  the  sun 
shines  for  half  the  day  at  least,  have  the 
holes  for  the  Roses  well-dug  for  two  feet, 
plant  an  inch  below  the  old  dirt  mark  and 


then  add  well-rotted  cow  manure  only  on 
the  top  of  the  ground. 

With  a little  watering  at  first  and  in  dry 
spells  you  should  have  beautiful  and  fre- 
quent blooms  that  will  repay  beyond  count 
the  play-time  effort  given  their  first  at- 
tention. 

But  sometimes  enemies  approach  from 
the  air,  as  it  seems,  and  blight  the  prom- 
ised joy. 

Vigorous  healthy  plants  seldom  mind 
these  enemies. 

Keep  your  Roses  clean  and  healthy  and 
they  will  usually  resist  most  of  these 
enemies.  The  worst  one  is  the  Rose  Bug. 
Pick  him  off  by  hand  into  a can  of  kero- 
sene or  spray  thoroughly  with  diluted 
Melrosine. 

If  it  be  small  green  lice,  use  whale  oil 
soap  or  Black  Leaf  40.  If  it  be  a white 
mould  or  mildew  or  Black  Spot  with  drop- 
ping leaves,  spray  with  Bordeaux  Mixture 
every  two  weeks  (1  oz.  to  1 gal.  of  water) .

— to  be  sure  of  having  vigorous  healthy 
bushes,  buy  Budded  Roses  by  all  means, 
those  which  have  good  strong  roots  already 


grown  for  you,  such  as  are  grown  at  New

Extremely  large 
blooms  of  soft  pink.  Long  buds;  cup- 
shaped, fragrant  flowers.
